The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record taught a method for screening chemical compounds using worms in agar plates or plates. 
The prior art that taught using plates in the screening method did not recite what type of medium 
was used in the plates. In addition, the prior art did not teach using a liquid media containing a 
water-soluble polymer, wherein the water-soluble polymer is medium viscosity carboxymethyl 
cellulose or having a viscosity greater than M9 medium to prevent the nematode worms from 
sticking to the plate. 

In addition, the term "non-visual detections means" in the claims is defined by the 
specification in view of applicants' argument filed on 7/15/02 (page 9) in response to the 1 12 
second paragraph for the term "means" cited in the office action mailed on 2/14/02. In view of 
the specification (page 5, lines 13-15) and applicants' arguments the term is defined as a means 
of detecting a signal that does not require visual inspection of the plate.
